1. This Office action is in response to papers filed on 21 December 2004. 



2. Claims 10-49 are pending and presented for examination. Claims 1-9 were canceled by 
preliminary amendment filed on 21 December 2004. 



Specification 

3. The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a utility 
application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicants use. 



^ Arrangement of the Specification

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 CFR 1.97 
and 1 .98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION.

(k) ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE (commencing on a separate sheet).

invention. This item may also be titled "Background Art." 

(g) Brief Summary of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01 (d). A brief summary or 
general statement of the invention as set forth in 37 CFR 1.73. The summary is 
separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward the invention rather 
than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may point out the advantages of 
the invention or how it solves problems previously existent in the prior art (and 
preferably indicated in the Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it 
should point out in general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the 
nature and gist of the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. 
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Objects of the invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention, 
(h) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawing(s) : See MPEP § 608.01 (f). 
A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .74. 

(1) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(g). A description of 
the preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as required in 37 CFR 1.71. The 
description should be as short and specific as is necessary to describe the 
invention adequately and accurately. Where elements or groups of elements, 
compounds, and processes, which are conventional and generally widely known 
in the field of the invention described and their exact nature or type is not 
necessary for an understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in 
the art, they should not be described in detail. However, where particulariy 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, compounds, or 
processes hiay not be commonly or widely known in the field, the specification 
should refer to another patent or readily available publication which adequately 
describes the subject matter. 

(j) Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1 .75 and MPEP § 608.01 (m). The claim or claims 
must commence on separate sheet or electronic page (37 CFR 1.52(b)(3)). 
Where a claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each element or step of 
the claim should be separated by a line indentation. There may be plural 
indentations to further segregate subcombinations or related steps. See 37 CFR 
1.75 and MPEP § 608.01 (i)-(p). 

(k) Abstract of the Disclosure : See MPEP § 608.01 (f). A brief narrative of the 

disclosure as a whole in a single paragraph of 150 words or less commencing on 
a separate sheet following the claims. In an international application which has 
entered the national stage (37 CFR 1.491(b)), the applicant need not submit an 
abstract commencing on a separate sheet if an abstract was published with the 
international application under PCT Article 21 . The abstract that appears on the 
cover page of the pamphlet published by the International Bureau (IB) of the 
Worid Intellectual Property Organization (WlPO) is the abstract that will be used 
by the USPTO.

4. The spacing of the lines of the specification is such as to make reading difficult. New 
application papers with lines VA or double spaced on good quality paper are required. 
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5. The abstract of the disclosure does not commence on a separate sheet in accordance 
with 37 CFR 1 .52(b)(4). A new abstract of the disclosure is required and must be presented on 
a separate sheet, apart from any other text. 

6. The disclosure Is objected to for containing grammatical and idiomatic inconsistencies. 
The Examiner appreciates that the Applicant is allowed to be his/her own lexicographer. 
However, grammatical and idiomatic language in the instant specification presents difficulties in 
the interpretation and reading of the claimed features and elements of the instant invention. 
Applicant is advised to make necessary corrections. 

Claim Objections 

7. Claims 10-49 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

The claims are objected to for containing grammatical and idiomatic inconsistencies. 
The Examiner appreciates that the Applicant is allowed to be his/her own lexicographer. 
However, grammatical and idiomatic language in the instant claims presents difficulties in the 
interpretation and reading of the claimed features. Applicant is advised to make necessary 
corrections. Appropriate conrection is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

8. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, 
or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

9. Claims 10-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention lacks 
patentable utility. The claimed limitations of the instant invention do not provide a useful, 
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concrete and tangible result. The disclosure only suggests an idea or concept with non-limiting 
objectives and preferably means. In addition, a specific and substantial utility for the instant 
invention has not been disclosed. One of ordinary skill in the art would not be able to make or 
use the claimed invention without undue experimentation since only examples of possible or 
preferable means or uses is stated. The claims include computer devices, media, and methods, 
but the utility of such is not found to be explicitly explained or particularly defined with regard to 
their use or need in the instant invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

10. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the 
best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

1 1 . Claims 10-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112. first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. 

The claim(s) contain subject matter which was not described in the specification in such 
a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which It pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and/or use the invention. The claimed limitations include several aspects 
of automated and computer technology; yet, the use and enablement of these features has not 
been explained. Examples of the automated/computer technology include "the automated 
opening", "electrically operable garment closure", "the timing of the opening", "computer 
processing", etc. The connectivity or nexus of the elements is not defined nor is the method or 
process of achieving the steps or results explained. Furthermore, the instant application has not 
disclosed how to use the invention due to a lack of specific and substantial utility. Hence, the 
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written description fails to enable any skilled artisan to mal<e and use the instant invention 
without undue experimentation. 

12. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his Invention. 

13. Claims 10-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. 

The elements of the claim limitations are not clearly understood as their subject has not be 
distinctly addressed. 

• "the automated opening" - how is this automated and what is considered as an 
automated opening; 

• "the determination" - what is considered the determination and how is it determined; 

• "said automated" - what is automated; 

• the apparatus being an "integrated circuit" or a "computer program" - what is considered 
the apparatus, in claim 10 an apparatus for facilitating an opening is claimed, but it is not 
clear how the apparatus in claims 10, 14, and 15 work togethen 

• "said first/second closure" as in claim 16 is not clear as claim 12 claims a first/second 
instant with garment closures, so which is being further described; 

• "automated determination" - what is considered an automated determination and how is 
this done; 
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• "event counter information" and "random information" - as per claims 29 and 30, 
respectively, these limitations are open-ended and the information Is not particularly 
specified or explained; 

• computer means, media, and methodologies are claimed but not clearly defined or 
explained to their purpose and use in the invention. 

The limitations that are listed hereto fore are found in more than one of the instant claims, hence 
the specific claim number is not listed. 

14. Due to the ambiguities and confusion in the disclosure and claims as aforementioned, no 
art has been applied thereto, see In re Steele, 49 CCPA 1295, 305 F.2d 859, 134 USPQ 292 
(1962) and In re Wilson. 424 F.2d 1382. 165 USPQ 494 (CCPA 1970). The examiner will not 
speculate as to the intended meaning. Moreover, it is not proper to rely speculative 
assumptions regarding the meaning of a claim and then base a rejection on these assumptions.
